The Morality of Fdlllftf • 

It is better to be robbed tban to be a 
robber. Aud sometimes it is better to 
faU than to succeed. This thing called 
failure is not such a fearful thing as the 

prosperous world would suggest it to be. 
Failure is only lesser success. All men 
can not organise a triumph. Defeat is 
the fate of many. The only successful 
failures are the ones that are honestly 
made. Wheu a man's judgment has 
niiscarried and brought him a wrong 
issue, be is not to be outlawed for it. 
When tbe uiisfortuuts or ** cussedness ' 
of others drive him into defeat, there is 
no reason why be should be b ite 1. The 
world will bave clmrity for the failure 
where it has been ine vital )le and honest. 
It hates a sham failure even worse than 
does a sham succffts. Tl.ere is one 
feature connected with failures prac- 
ticed by nearly all failing concerns, 
but that does not make it any less 
objectionable. W^* refer t<j the custom, 
so universal with all lailiug tiims and in- 
stitutiona, of preferring wealthy eredit- 
ors. Tbe question nuturally comes up : 
Why should tbey be preferred ? When 
a mercantile bouse fails, it usually pre- 
fers its banker, and fixes everytbmg up 
with iiim, so that he is no loser. When 
a bank fails, it has been observed, that 
it always prefers its large, rich creditors. 
Ti;is system is corru])t in morals, and 
manifests a contemptuous deference to 
wealth that is humihating. Why rIk uld 
any failiag concern prefer tbe wealthy 
over the poor ? Every settlement should 
be promoted as a matter ol justice, but 
if any leniency or favors are to be snows, 
tbey should lie extended to the poor. 
The rich can sustain their loss. They 
have other resources and larger oppor- 
tunities ; but the poor bave the last prop 
taken, and know not where to look for 
another. Why should large creditors 
be satisfied first of all f The world has 
gfot all wrong on this business transac- 
tion. It it intends to be honest and just, 
it must turn around. Public opinion 
must make it unpopular, because it is 
wTOHij; for banks and merchants to shield 
and favor tbe rich aud powerful, while 
they oppress the poor and the weak. 
How mucli better it would appear if the 
bank bad treated all of its customers 
alike. Let the wealthy stand in with 
the poor aud take their chances. The 
wealthy man who bas divided his money, 
placing a parcel in oue bank and some 
m aBother, can recover the loss of one 
division of his wealth far better tban tbe 
needy man, or tbe poor widow, who do 
not have enough to parcel out, but must 
trust all in one venture, and if they lose 
there, tliey lose all. Tf any class of 
debtors are to Ijo preferred, common 
honesty would suggest that it should be 
the ones least able to meet losses. Of 
this class are the poor. Any other pay- 
ment tban on a j^ro rata bjisib is unjust 
and unfair to them. In the matter of 
settling with creditors there is room for 
an improvement in tbe morality of fail- 
unt. — Indianapolis Herald.

Every editorial sanetuni — and by tli.> 
way tliL-re are no aanjtuui.s but oditorial 
sanctums — every editorial sanotnm in 
the Unitid Statjs is iiite:4< d by a 80- 
called friend of the paper. Ue in a com- 
bination of the excliiinge fiend and the 
confidential borp. E ery morning he 
drops in. hangs his t. ov. tlu' table 

where the exciiange.s aiv, and alt^r he 
has stored his mind with u efnl newspa- 
per lore, he tnll.-, tlie o I. tor, contid^nt- 
iaily, that his last week s p.ij er was vt ry 
poor ; that some patro.js of the paper 
think it was the [.o.nw-t j a^ter the editor 
has gotten out yet, and tlie;i he proceeds 
to inform the editor how the defect can 
be remedied. He winds up hit candid 
criticism l)y tolling the editor that he 
would not talk lu him that way if he was 
not a friend to the pap.^r. There are 
some kind of bores that cau be gotten 
rid of, but the c.ui lid friend of the pa- 
^er cannot be shaken qH any more than 
if he was a seed tick. .
